AMERICAN FUNDS ARE 


SAVING LIVES OF SERBIANS 


, ,,H"(.', {By. Associated.Press) 


Corfu,'Island ot Corfu," Nov. 21— 


"The funds',advanced to Serbia by the 
United States government are saving 
tho lives o'f .tho Serbian people," saii 
tho Serbian Minister of Pubic Works, 
who has been charged with the ex- 
penditure of tho advances from the 
American . government. 


Dr.'NIiuchllch had been telling of 


the Various uses the American money 
WOH puti.to, for the 130,000 Serbian 
prisoners 'In Germany and for inter- 
ned civilian refugees, and. pensions. 
•But now he turned to a story of the 
cruelty and butchery which the Bul- 
gars are still prosecuting against tho 
Serbs. . 


"Serbia -has suffered more than any 


other country," said the minister, "for 
not oven the ruin of Belgium and the 
devastated regions of France can com- 
pare .with what Serbia has suffered. 
The people of Belgium and France had 
seaports to go to and escape In. ships 
and they had railways. Bu't the Ser- 
bian: people, had no ports-for escape, 
and. when the Monastor railway line 


was cut by the Bulgars they had no 
railway, so they "were literally caught 
in a .trap, with jio moans of escape, 
and 
ecept for those who • made 
the 


exodus across the1 mountains the"whole 
peasant population has come under 
the-control of- tho "Bulgar ' invaders. 
Moreover Belgium and France Imvo 
been under the eyes of Kngland and 
America, while Serbia Is cut off from 
the world, with no knowledge of what 
goes on there, and no mail from there 
for two years. 


"The Serbian peasants have been all 


stripped of overy'thing. All their liors?-. 
es, cattle and livestock has been taken 
and their ftirm machinery has'been 
destroyed. Men, women nnd children 
have_bcen killed in "tho most1 revolting 
manner and on the most flimsy pre-! 
text. Tn this the Bulgars go far be- 
yond tho Austrlahs, itor the Auslrlans 
have a trial and a formal'condemna- 
tion to death. But the Bulgars have 
no trial or condemnation." The'order 
to kill,Is given, and tho.soldiers arfi 
practically free to take life on their 
own Judgment without any-order." 
As documentary evidence of this kill 


inr, th« Serbian Mlnl.itrr. .of-Foreign 
affairs have bad photographs, copies 
of which \ were given to the corres- 
pondent showing 
six Serb peasants 


strung up sid« by' aide from rough't 
stakes driven in the ground, with a 
cross piece above for the noose, while 
groups of officers and soldiers are all 
gathered about laughing over the con- 
tortions of the victims. 


"The Bulgar pollck is to consider 


Serbia and tho Serbian people as an- 
nlHlaled,~ Dr.. Niohltch said. "To this 
end tney hold that the Serbs no long- 
er exist, and every Serb must become, 
a Bulgar, take a Bulgar name and be- 
come ii Bulgar citizen. 


"Our minister of war, General Ter- 


zltch, has Just gone- through a trying 
experience ot this kind.

In Serbia After the exodus, 'ak she was 
All trace of her had been lost but when 
too old and feeble to make the Journey, 
she was finally located, General Ter- 
zltch applied through the relief au- 
thorities for her transfer.
